Just when it has been decided and announced that Vice 
President Dawes can not possibly win his fight for a change 
in senate rules, he break s out in a new place, with new » sta­ 
tistics and new arguments, in answer to senatorial state­ 
ments.

The opposing senators took advantage of the sentiment 
against the increasing number of laws and said that if tho|‘^ 
obstructionist were silenced and one-man filibusters ended, 
more laws would be passed Dawes answers: 
The facts are that in the last live sessions the senate,1 
with ninety-six members, has passed 182 more bills and 
resolutions than the house, with 435 members. 
“The senate passed its larger number of 3113 bills and 
resolutions in those ten years out of a total of 29 ,000 intro­ 
duced. 
The house, with majority cloture (which I)aw.*s] 
asKS for the senate), passed its lesser number of 29 30 out! 
of about 82.000 bills and resolution introduced. 
Since May 12, 19 10, » sixty-six different times it has boeni 
necessai) foi the majority and minority leaders in the sen-1 
*tte, both parties, to go as suppliants to every individual 1 
member to get his consent to a unanimous agreement tha t1 
the senate of the i. nited States could enact its business! 
properly and get it through.” 
W hether or not the senate should go to the extent advo­ 
cated by the vice president in reform of its rules mav be 
a q uestion, but few senators are attempting to meet his ar­ 
guments. 
Such members as have undertak en to meet them 
hav e been as completely answered 
as has been tilt* complaint 
referred to by him in his Portland address.
